LYNCyAW. 


The Louisville Mob Likely to Again 
Assault the Jail To-ulght—Ar- 
rest of the Leader of 
the Bald Last 


LOUISVILLB, April 29.—Everything is 
quiet about the jail this morning, al- 
though the talk over the town is that an- 
other and more Jetermined effort will 
be made to lynch the üegroes to-night. 
Bumors that Miss Jennie Bowman had 
died of her injuries, in circulation yes- 
terday afternoon, tended to revive the 
excitement over the outrage. 
Among 
those who were arrested last night were 
John Letterle and Allen McDonald, the 
former a member of the last Kentucky 
legislature, and the latter is leader in an 
association organized to promote the 
purity of the city government. 
This 
morning Jennie Bowman is still sink- 
ing. She iswprse than at any time 
yet, and may die at any moment. 


The feeling is that her death will pre- 
cipitate trouble. Judge Jackson, of the 
circuit court, has asked the governor 
for 
troops, and several companies of militia 
have been ordeied to guard the jail. 


FIGHTING THB MOB. 


12:00 M.—The agreed signal of eleven 
taps by the fire department bel s m case 
of an attack upon the jail nas jnst been 
rung. Great crowds of people are press- 
ing toward the jail. The militia are sta- 
tioned around the building. The police 
and mob are now fighting. 


12:45 p. m.—About 3,000 people arp 
assembled on the jail sqnare at this 
writing. Jefferson street is the scene of 
great confusion and people are rushing 
toward the jail from all points. 


The general alarm sounded about 
fifteen minutes ago is the cause. None 
of the city official can tell how the alarm 
was given. It could have been done 
from any of the boxes in the city. The 
mititia are on the way to jail. No col- 
lision has occurred and it is not ex- 
peotod any will, at present. The crowd 
is forming out of curiosity. 


QUIST BBSTABED. 


1:05 p. M.—The alarm, it seems, was 
the usual call ^ven to notify the mem- 
bers of the legion, when they are ex- 
pected to report for duty at the armory. 
The people misunderstood the alarm, 
tninking it was caused by a riot at the 
jail. The crowd has dispersed, and no 
more trouble is feared at prosent. 


THE BAID LIAST NIGHT. 


LouisviiiiiE, April 29.—Shortly after 
1 o'clock last night the mob of about 
500 men and boys, armed with a section 
of a telegraph pole, marched down Jef- 
ferson street in a body to charge the 
jail. The police heard of their coming 
and. thirty 
strong, 
in 
a 
double 
colnmn, 
met 
the mob at 
Fifth 
and 
Jefierson streets. 
The pDlice 
ordered them to disperse, ard both sides 
stood and looked at each other for 
about a minute, when the police charged 
into the crowd. The mob was without 
leaders, and scattered in all directions. 
Some threw stones, and several police- 
men were struck, but no one was seri- 
ously injured. About ten of the mob 
were arrested, and several of these were 
armed. There was no shooting of any 
kind. 


Washington Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, April 
29.—President 
Cleveland has written a letter to Secre- 
tary Lamar about the case of Guilford 
Miller vs. the Northern Pacific railroad 
company, concerning a disputed land 
claim, in which he says: 
"I suggest 
that you exercise the power and authority 
you have in the premises, upon equitable 
considerations, with every presumption 
and intendment in favor of the settler." 


The investigation into the conduct of 
the ofBce of Collector Seeburger, of Chi- 
cago, failed to substantiate the charge 
that he had violated the civil service 
law.

western half of this area. The northern 
line stretches from Eokomo on the west 
to Portland on the east, and the southern 
from Noblesville to Winchester. 
The 
greatest flow of gas is found at Nobles- 
ville 
and 
Anderson, 
with 
mag- 
nificent 
wells 
at 
the 
intervening 
points of Fairmount and Jonesbora 
Within the área mentioned there are 
now 
thirty wells in operation, as follows: 
Noblesville, two; Eokomo, four; Hart- 
ford City, one; Portland, three; Win- 
chester, seven; Anderson, Fairmount, 
Alexandria, Ellwood, Eaton Pendleton, 
Jonesboro, one each, and Marion three. 
Each of these places are boring addition- 
al wells. 


In Darke county Ohio, or its immedi- 
ate vicinity, rise three rivers which flow 
through Indiana: The Wabash, White 
and Mississsinnewa. All the gaa has 
has been found between the Wabash 
and White rivers. The four strongest 
wells are at Noblesville, Anderson, Fair- 
mount ard Jonesboro, and they stand in 
the order named. Eokoma has the beet 
group of wells. The wells range in depth 
from from 895 feet at Anderson, to 1,090 
feet at Winchester. At Anderson,'Mun- 
cie, Winchester and Hartford City, 
Trenton rock was reached above sea 
level. At the other points it was not 
found until the drill had gone below tha 
level of the sea. Some of the wells give 
out water as well as gas, while others 
are dry. The water, however, in each 
instance, comes from a point above the 
bottom of the well. The gas from all 
the Indiana wells has a very pungent 
ordor that is anything but pleasant, but 
then the people can get use^ to almost 
anything in this country.

emlng the Primary Election To 
morrow Aftemoon. 


THB IVoman's Journal 
gives a very 
interesting account of the experience 
gained in Washington Territory, where 
Boles GOT- '

The 


writer says: 
"Some features of the 
new departure were sometimes slightly 
comical. 
Once when the jurors 
ported in attendance at the opening of 
the term one among them, summoned 
from a distant point of the country, was 
a woman, somewhat lank in person, and 
unfashionable in attire, who held by the 


1. Each ward shall constitute a sepa- 
rate voting precinct. 


2. 
The election shall be held on the 
Saturday preceding the general city 
election^ betw^n the hours o^3 o'clock ; hand a small boy, very round and rosy, 
_ _ 
_ 
^ ^ about three or four summers. No" 
body supposed she would be allowed to 


and 7:00 o,clock p. m., city time. 


8. The ward committeeman shall be 
ins\'ector of elections in his ward, and 
the two demociatic judges that were ap- 
pointed by the common council preced- 
ing the primary election shall act as 
judges at said primary elections, and in 
the event of a judge declining to serve, 
the vacancy shall be filled by the demo- 
cratic voters of said ward at the time of 
opening the polls, and the inspector and 
jndges shall appoint two clerks to serve 
on said board. 


4. On the Monday evening preceding 
the primary election all candidates will 
be expected to present themselves be- 
fore the city central democratic commit- 
tee. 


5. 
No person shall be eli^ble as a 
member of the board of election who has 
anything of value bet or wagered on the 
result of such election, or who is a candi- 
date or of kin to any candidate of such 
election. 


6. That no person shall be admitted 
to the room when the election board is 
sitting, save only the members of the 
board. 


7. iio one will be allowed to vote but 
democrats who voted for the democratic 
presidential electors, at the last general 
election, provided they will support the 
nominations of this primary. 
This does 
not prohibit democrats from voting who 
were confined to their bed by sickness 
during the time of the election. Neither 
does it prohibit democrats who were not 
of age at the time of the election, but 
who have since become of age, to vote, 
nor have reference to voters who were 
absent from the city at the time of the 
general election. 


8. 
When a democrat offers to vote, 
the inspector shall pronounce the voter's 
name audibly, and if no challenge is 
made he shall receive the ballot, and in 
the presence of the judges shall place 
the ballot in the box, when the name of 
said voter shall again be audibly re- 
peated, by one of the judges in the pres- 
ence and'hearing of the clerks, who shall 
enter and number the name of such 
voter on the poll list. 


There shall be no adjournment or 
recess from the time the election is 
opened until the count is completed and 
the result publicly announced by the in- 
spectors in the hearing of the board. 


10. If a voter challenged proves by 
one or more reliable democrats that he 
voted the democratic ticket as required 
by the rules governing the election, he 
shall be allowed to Vote, otherwise his 
vote must be refused. 


11. Democrats must vote in the ward 
in which they reside. 


12. All persons voting must be twen- 
ty-one years of age or upwards, and 
must have resided in 
the state six 
months, sixty da^s in the county, thirty 
days in the city and ten days in the 
ward or precinct preceding the elec- 
tion. 


13. When the polls are closed, the in- 
spector and judges shall open the ballot 
box and commence counting the votes; 
the inspector shall take the ballots out 
one by one, and open them as he takes 
them out, and read aloud the name of 
each person printed thereon, and the 
office for which each person is voted; he 
shall then hand the same to the other 
judge, who shall string it on a thread of 
twine. 


14. If more persons are designated on 
any ticket to any office than are to be 
elected to such office, such part of the 
ticket shall l ot be counted to any of 
them. 
A ticket shall not be thrown 
aside for want of form, if there be 
enough to satisfy the judges of the per- 
son voted for and the office; nor shall a 
ticket be rejected for any misarrange- 
ment of initial letters, or the misspelling 


the name of any candidate. 
If the 
board are able to discover to the satis- 
faction of a majority of them the person 
intended to be voted for, the ballot shall 
be counted. 


1,5. When the votes are counted, the 
board shall make out a certificate, stat- 
ing in words the number of votes each 
candidate has received and designating 
the office. And such certificate and one 
the tally sheets and one of the lists of 
voters shall be given the inspector and 
the balancb to one of the judges. 


16. The ward committeemen ex-officio 
inspectors, shall constitute a board of 
canvassers, who shall meet on the fol- 
lowing Monday morning at 9 o'clock, 
and make a complete canvass of the vote 
and declare the nominees of the party. 
The chairman of the committee shall act 
as president of the board and the secre- 
tary as clerk. 


17. The tickets shall be general, con- 
taining the names of all the candidates 
pledged to support the nominees, and 
shall be furnished by the city central 
committee, and none other shall be used 


ooimted by the boards of election at 
such primaries.
